The predicted cold wave here,

WASHINGTON, Dee. 18.—A reso- 


lution proposing a conference of 
white nations bordering on the Pa- 
cific was introduced today by Rep- 
resentative Britten, Republican, of 
Illinois, over the protest of a num- 
ber of his colleagues, including 
some members from the Pacliic 
Coast. pitied 
Britten previously had  an- 
nounced his purpose to make sucly 
a proposal, basing his determina- 
tion in part on the attitude of Ja- 


pan. Today a number of Western 
representatives sought to dissuade 
him, but he declined to withhold 
the resolution. 

The text of the resolution fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That for the purposs 
of promoting a\solidarity of the 
white peoples of the Pacific, the 
President be and he is hereby au- 
thorized to call a conference of tlie 
white nations bordering on the Pe-~ 
cific Ocean for the discussion of 
ways and means for promoting « 
better economic, commercial ani 
political understanding between 
said nations.” 

Representative Johnson (Rep.), 
Washington, who is chairman of 
the House Immigration Committee, 
declared Britten's action “untime- 
ly and ill-advised,” and Represent- 
ative McLafferty (Rep.) of Cali- 
fornia, said that “the thing to be 
avoided now is the expression of 
ill-advised opinion based, upon a 
lack of understanding.” 

“Procedure Unwarranted.” 

Britten's announcement that he 
intended to introduce the resoiu- 
tion was made last night before a 
gathering of West Coast repre- 
sentatives. In a formal statement 
today, Chairman Johnson declared 
the meeting “was not held for any 
such purpose, and to make the 
Pacific Coast delegations a party 
to such @ proposal was an unwar- 
ranted procedure.”

not to believe the testimony of the 
officer, “‘then there was such a 
showing of provocation that the 
jury should have been allowed to 
judge whether the killing was mur- 
der in the second degree.” 

The instruction on the weight 
to be given flight in determining 
guilt or innocence was so worded, 
Judge Blair stated, that it assumed 
that Jordan shot Finn, “and that in 
doing so he was guilty of a crime.” 
These were issues in the case to be 
determined by the jury, Judge 
Blair wrote. 

The Judge declared the evidence 
submitted did not justify the in- 
struction given on the right of a 
police officer to arrest without war- 
rant, any person he suspects of per- 
petrating a crime. There was no 
word of evidence tending to show 
that Jordan and Page were com- 
mitting, or had committed, any 
crime, the Judge wrote, prior to 
the time the police accosted them 
as they were walking along the 
street. The instruction brought 
into the case a suggestion which 
the testimony did not warrant, 
Judge Blair stated. 

Judge Blair’s opinion was con- 
curred in by Judges Graves, Da- 
vid E. Blair, Ragland and Wood- 
son. Judge White concurred in 
part and Judge Walker was absent. 

Following Jordan's arrest in New 
Orleans he was said by the police 
to have made a ‘confession there, 
and to have repeated the same con- 
fession when brought to St. Louis. 
In both statements Jordan asserted 
he did not know the men were po- 
licemen. Jordan repudiated the al- 
leged confessions in his trial, as- 
serting the police obtained them by 
coercion. Admission of the confes- 
sions in evidence for the State was 
upheld by Judge Blair, who stated 
the question of whether the confes- 
sions were voluntary was one for 
the jury to decide. 

Contentions of error raised by 
the defense in the original appeal 
hearing in Division No. 2 of the 
Supreme Court were overruled by 
Judge Walker, who wrote the ma- 
jority opinion in division. “This 
was a ruthless murde,”’ Judge 
Walker wrote. “The case was well 
tried, free from prejudicial error 
and the judgment should be af- 
firmed.” Judge White concurred 
in the division opinion, and Judge 
David. E. Blair dissented.

Chief Witness Against

Two men. alleged by Postoffice 
Inspectors to have been parties to 
the theft of approximately $100,- 
000 in stamps from the Govern- 
ment, faced each other in Federal 
Court today, one testifying against 
the other. 

The witness, Herman C. Davis, 
formerly employed in the Postof- 
fice Department at Washington, D. 
C., has pleaded guilty and accepted 
a five-year penitentiary sentence. 

The other, Henry Flachskamm 


“} of 3906 Lindell boulevard, has ad- 


mitted to inspectors that he paid 
Davis $100,000 in two years for 
stamps purchased at discounts of 
25 to 60 per cent, but he denies 
knowing the stamps were stolen. 
He is being tried, before a jury in 
Judge Davis’ court, on a charge of 
knowingly receiving $8734 in stolen 
stamps from Davis. 

The case is expected to go tothe 
jury today. The State rested at 
3:30 p. m. after presenting five 
witnesses and closing arguments 
were begun when J. E. Carroll,, 
counsel for the defense, announced 
he would put no witnesss on the 
stand. Flachskamm, who is_ 57 
years old, was sentenced to three 
years in the Federal Penitentiary 
on a charg of using th mails to 
dfraud in 1904,

Much of the two and one-half 
hours that Davis was on the stand 
vesterday afternoon was devoted to 
reading letters that passed between 
him and Flachskamm and the 
Hussman company, as represented 
by Flachskamm, all having to do 
with stamps. Davis, it appeared, 
was sending new stamps to 
Flachskamm and was receiving in 
exchange both cash and rare 
stamps. 

Deals Chiefly by Mail. 

Originally, when the transactions 
were small, Davis addressed his let- 
ters to the Hussman company, at 
2600A Olive street, but later he ad- 
dressed them to Flachskamm at his 
home address, at first on Cote Bri!- 
liante avenue and now on Lindell 
boulevard. Flachskamm, Postof- 
fice Inspectors say, decided to han- 
dle Davis’ account for himself, and 
not the Hussman company, when It 
began to grow big. 

In one of the letters Davis re- 
ferred to Flachskamm, who is 
about 20 years older than Davis, as 
“Uncle Heinie.” ‘I once heard him 
called by that name,” Davis ex- 
plained. “I was pleasantly, but not 
intimately, acquainted with him. I 
met him several times at his home 
and office.” The bulk of their 
business was transacted by mail, as 
indicated by the files of letters pre- 
sented as evidence by the Govern- 
ment. 

Visited Defendant Here. 

Davis visited Flachskamm here 
in 1922 and 1923. His shipment of 
stolen stamps to Flachskamm in- 
creased materially after the 1922 
visit. In 1919, when he began deal- 
ings here, his shipments were as 
low as $3. but toward the last they 
often ranged around $1500 and 
$200. Usually Davis allowed 25 
per cent discount on perfect stamps 
and 60 per cent on defective ones. 
The defective ones had stuck to- 
gether and had to be separated and 
regummed. Davis, while working 
on a postal board charged with de- 
struction of defective stamps, would 
steal them for himself and then 
swear he had destroyed them. He 
also managed to steal new stamps. 

The indictment on which Flachs- 
kamp is being tried involves a 
shipment of stamps, of a face val- 
ue of $8734, from Davis to Flachs- 
kamm. Records in the possession 
of Assistant United States District 
Attorney Harlan, who is prosecut- 
ing, show Flachskamm. received a 
discount of 25 per cent and resold 
the stamps in two lots to a New 
York firm, one lot of $7725 at 5 
per cent discount. Flachskamm’s 
profits on resale of stolen stamps 
in 1923 and 1922 are estimated by 
Postoffice Inspectors at $25,000 to 
$356,000. ‘

DECLARES HE SOLD 


REVOLVER 10 COHN 
A FEW DAYS AGO 


Clerk in East St. Louis 
Store Identifies Weapon 
and Body as That “of 
Purchaser.

A statement that Isaac H. Cohn 
bought, in Bast 8t. Louis a few 
days ago, the revolver with which 
he was shot to death in Forest 
Park Tuesday evening, was made 
to the St. Louis police this after- 
noon by Fred J. Saeger, clerk for 
the Hauss Hardware Co., 133 Col- 
linsville avenue, who § identified 
Cohn’s body as that of the pur- 
chaser, and identified the re- 
volver as the one he had sold. 

Saeger said the purchase was 
made under name of Henry Sea- 
mon, but he was positive that he 
recognized the face as that of the 
purchaser. 

Saeger viewed the body and the 
revolver, under arrangements 
made by the Police Department 
homicide bureau, which has been 
investigating the case. Members 
of the bureau believe.it is now es- 
tablished that Cohn’s death was a 
case of suicfde. 

Dr. O. F. Fischer, Coroner's au- 
topsy physician, after examining 
the wound in Cohn’s head, inflict- 
ed as he sat at the wheel of an au- 
tomobile on a park roadway, made 
a report today which appeared 
also to strengthen the suicide the- 
ory. 

Dr. Fischer stated that at the 
peint of entrance of the bullet, one 
inch above the right ear, the hair 
was slightly singed. 

Coroner Vitt said that, at that 
point, the hair was comparatively 
thick, and he pointed out‘that the 
hair would tend to prevent powder 
burns, such as would appear if the 
wound were in the smooth skin of 
the forehead or the cheek. The 
first police reports. .on the case 
stated that there were powder 
burns about the wound, but at- 
tendants at the Morgue later ques 
tioned this statement. 

Policies in 11 Companies. 

A compilation of Cohn’s life in- 
surance, made today, showed that 
he carried policies in 11 companies, 
for a total of $423,000. Cohn’s at- 
torney, Albert Arnstein, said that 
he had borrowed money on some of 
the policies, and that perhaps one- 
half the total amount of his insur- 
ance was thus hypothecated. 
Most of the policies were of more 
than a year's standing. One issued 
by the International Life Insurance 
Co. of St. Louis, for $50.000, was 
only a few months old. Under 
Missouri law, no life insurance pol- 
icy is contestable at any time on 
the ground of suicide, unless it can 
be proven “that the insured con- 
templated suicide at the time when 
he made application for the pol- 
icy.” 

J. J. Beckham, a special agent 
for the International Life, said to- 
day that he visited Cohn two or 
three weeks ago, to advise him to 
take out another $50,000 policy, but 
that Cohn said he was not ready 
to do so, and asked him to return 
in January. Cohn had applied 
originally for $200,000 insurance 
with the International, but had 
taken only one-fourth of that 
amount. 

Mrs. Cohn arrived at noon today 
from San Anfonio, accompanied by 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. M. L. 


the windshield from within the car, 
Aylward said. he believed it was 
fired by a spasmodic contraction of 
the muscles, after the first shot had 
pierced the brain.

No cutting instrument was 
found near the body. 

Attention was also called to the 
fact that, though the right coat 
sleeve was slashed apparently with 
a sharp blade, the shirt beneath 
was not cut. Policemen, when they 
saw the cut in the sleeve, said care 
must have been taken to keep the 
blade away from the flesh. To cut 
the right sleeve in such fashion 
would have bee- an awkward task 
for a right-handed man, unless he 
first took the coat off. So far as 
is known, Cohn‘ was right-handed. 
The revolver Was in his right hand.

Relatives say 
Cohn did not drink, and that he 
carried liquor only in order to be 
able to offer a business acquaint- 
ance a drink occasionally. The 
bottle was one in which a medicin- 
al prescription, not whisky, had 
been obtained originally from a 
drug store. 

Two policemen testified as to 
their view of the body and its sur- 
roundings at 10 p. m. Tuesday, aft- 
er they were summoned to Haber- 
stroh culvert, on Wells drive, at 
the southwest boundary of the Zoo 
tract, by an automobilist. Their 
testimony accorded with the state- 
ments of the police report, as told 
yesterday, except that they said 
both Cohn’s silver cuff links were 
found. It was stated yesterday that 
one of them was missing.

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 18.—War- 
rants charging the acceptance of 
bribes by A. E. Sartain, deposed 
warden, and L. J. Pletcher, deputy 
warden of the Federal prison in 
Atlanta, were sworn out in the 
United States District Court today. 
Loth men were waiting in the 
clerk’s office to make bond. 

The warrant against former 
Warden Sartain of Columbus, O., a 
close friend of Harry M. Daugherty, 
Attorney-General of the 
United States, charges that Sartain 
‘did ask and receive” $5000 from 
Graham Baughan, a prisoner, and 
$5000 from C. @C. Tuten, another 
prisoner, on a guarantee that he 
would use his influence to have Tu- 
ten appointed chauffeur at the 
prison. 

“Bribery for Soft Jobs.” 

A warrant against Fletcher was 
sworn out by Edward J. Sweeney, 
who declared the deputy warden 
asked Thomas P. Hayden to col- 
lect the sum of $2500 each for 
Emanuel Kessler and Horace 
Sweetwood, both prisoners, in re- 
turn for Fletcher's influence in 
having them. appointed to “soft 
and easy jobs;” that he received 
this money, and that Fletcher also 
asked and received $5000 from 
Mrs. R. K. Walthall for the same 
services.

Crossing of Kamchatka. 
Regarding the interesting tale of 
we have not yet heard, they de- 
scribed how they had crossed the 
Gulf of Kronotsk! and Cape Ship- 
unski and then suddenly encount- 
ered a curious layer of fog that 
obliterated the earth, but only ex- 
tended up to an altitude of 600 
feet. Above the fog the weather 
was perfectly clear. So all the way 
down Kamchatka they flew above 
it, and saw nothing except a range 
of voleanoes rearing their ice- 
capped summits above the billowy 
cloud continent over which they 
flew. 

These lofty volcanoes appeared 


nounecable names as Koryatskaya, 
Vilyuchinskaya and Povorotnaya.

But in front of them, at an alti- 
tude of 2000 feet, was another 
bank of it, and from there on to 
the Japanese island, Shimushu, 
their flying celling grew lower and 
lower until finally they were just 
skimming the water with their pon- 
toons. The fog cleared again as 
they turned and flew toward Kashi- 
wabara Bay on Paramushiru. 

From now on they were to fly 
farther and farther away from the 
Arctic Circle and nearer and nearer 
to the equator, toward many & 
tropic isle “where every prospect 
pleases and only man is vile.”

Favors International Code 
and Independent Tribu- 
nal to Pass on Construc- 
tion of Treaties. 


WOULD DECLARE 
WAR A CRIME 


Declares America Will Nev- 
er Consent to Scheme 
That Recognizes War as 
Legitimate. 


By the Assoctated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jec. 18.—The 


American people will never con- 
sent to become a part of a scheme 


or plan for peace which recognizes 
war as a legitimate method of sget- 
tling disputes, or which is con- 
trolled through international polli- 
tics, Senator William E. Borah de- 
clared in an address to the Phila- 
delphia Forum upon the subject of 
“Outlawry of War.” , 

Because of his recent elevation 
to the position of chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, and the status before that body 
of the question of American entry 
into a world court, Senator Borah's 
subject had aroused especial inter- 
est. 

“To talk of leagues and courts 
while pursuing a deliberate policy 
of violence and vengeance,”’ Senator 
Borah said in his speech last night, 
“is to trifle with the greatest prob- 
lem now before us for settlement.” 

There is no hope for peace, he 
asserted, ‘“‘so long as great Powers 
will that there shall be no peace.” 

He listed a number of interna- 
tional incidents which he said have 
involved “a resort to violence and 
force upon the part of great and 
powerful nations against the un- 
armed and helpless.”’ 

Among the incidents cited were 
those in Nicaragua, Vera Cruz, San- 
to Domingo, Amritzar, the Ruhr, 
Corfu and Bgypt. 

“In all these instances,” the 
Idaho Senator sald, “the aggressor 
nation was strong enough to have 
invoked conciliation, adjustment 
and arbitration and thus have set 
examples and established prece- 
dents of more value to the cause 
of peace than any peace plan. 


Paper Love of Peace, 


to paper, our war spirit finds its 
expression in deeds. We profess 
friendship and practice vengeance. 
Under such policies and practices, 
leagues and courts not only prove 
ineffective, but hope sickens and 
the morale of the whole human 
family is broken and demoralized.” 

Declaring he did not criticise 
peace plans which “deal with Eu- 
ropean conditions alone,” Senator 
Borah declared he was prepared te 
rejoice “if the League of Nations, 
or the protocol or any other plan, 
considered ag WPuropean  enter- 
prises, can be made to serve the 
cause of justice and peace in 
Europe.” 

“It has been eaid long ago,” the 
speaker continued, “that ‘Europe 
has a set of primary interests 
which to us have none, or @ very 
remote, relation.’ I have no doubt 
that is still true, even more é¢m- 
phatically true than at the time 
it was uttered. We can have no 
more justification, therefore, for 
denouncing European peace insti- 
tutions or seeking to embarrass 
their development than we could 
have in denouncing the forms of 
government of her respective 


countries. 


“We have too often been rye 
of late to set ourselves up as 
judge of other peoples’ institu. 
tions. To speak plainiy, ft is not 
only presumptuous but it fs al- 
ways fruitful of unhappy results.” 
“The Geneva protocol indicates 
plainly,” the Senator asserted, “that 
Europe now proposes to adjust her 
affairs and to pursue peace plans 
according to European conditions 
and in harmony with European 
standards, a conclusion which may 
be in the Interest of good under- 
standing, and peace.” ° 
The Senator then quoted leading 
advocates of the League of Nations 
as having stated they did net ask 
the United States to sign the pre- 
tocol. 

Enrope Working Out Problem, 
“Europe proposes to work out 
the problem of peace under the 
unbending facts which distinguish 
the Eastern from the Western con- 
tinent,”” said the Senator. “We 
certainly shall not denounce their 
plans because they are not fitted 
to American conditions or Amer- 
ican principles.”

JUSTICE FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 

A bill passed by Congress in June, 1922, adjusting 
the pay of retired army officers, is working a severe 
and unjust discrimination. Officers retiring before 
July 1, of that year, receive the old rata of com- 
pensation, while those retiring subsequent to that 
date are paid the adjusted rate, which is some 20 per 
cent higher. 

The bill, of course, took account of the higher cost 
of living and the consequent shrinkage in the pur- 
chasing power of money. That was the situation it 
was designed to relieve. It has given relief to its 
beneficiaries. But the officers who retired before 
the date fixed in the bill have been penalized. There 
are many such officers. Some of them served in the 
Civil War and are, necessarily, old men. Many of. 
ficers who saw service in the Spanish-American War 
and in the World War are on the penalized list. So. 
too, are many men who have given all their active 
years to the army. They have to meet high prices! 
with reduced incomes. | 

Such injustice, of course, was never intended by 
Congress. But it was done, it is in force, and efforts 
to correct it have thus far failed. 

A bill is now before Congress which will rectify 
this wrong. It provides that officers retired he- 
fore July 1, 1922, shall receive the same pay as! 
officers retiring after that date. It is known as 
House Resolution 5097. It ought to be passed, even 
in this crowded short session. For this is a case 
where justice delayed is justice trretrievably denied. |

NE of the simplest theories 
QO of making ironing easy le not 
to iron everything. There 
are many things that can as well 
be pressed as ironed to @ smooth 
polish.
